From Convention Address of the Rt. Rev. William Ford Nichols, D. D. 


If then, brethren, we would see the things that belong to our Church peace in 
our crucial time there is the most vital call for the help of the Holy Spirit to 
catch something of that mind and scrutiny of Christ as He looked over Jerusalem 
of old. The pure white light of spiritual discernment for the things to be spirit- 
ually discerned is the only atmosphere in which it is safe to view our aims and 
our methods. Any piety toward God is the spiritual beginning of that discern- 
ment. Its eye must not be dimmed with substitute nor secondary motives. Piety 
organizes. But there may be consumately organized forms of godliness which 
deny the dynamic of piety. Piety must use good works. But good works may 
misuse piety. Piety worships. But worship may exhibit every beauty but the 
beauty of holiness. Piety is stewardship and gives. But giving may have motives 
and goads and stints of everything but stewardship. Piety must have that 
wholesame publicity which lets its light shine. But limelight may scorch and 
shrink it into the delusion that after all the Kingdom of God can only make 
headway by coming with, rather than without, observation. 


The Enlarged Status of Women 


From an Address by Mrs. H. M. Sherman, President of the House of 


Churchwomen 


“T am touching again on this subject of the status of women in the Church 
not because any action is to be taken at this time, but because it needs even 
more thought and discusion than it has received. We here, as older women, 
most of us, have a distinct responsibility of thought, not sentiment, in this. Let 
us realize that today women are trained far more than we were for participation 
in the affairs of life, and that individuals who were expected at the age of twenty- 


one to become good citizens and who have been educated with a view to self-— 


support, are not going to understand why their Church should ask their utmost 
loyalty and yet debar them from any expression of opinion in its affairs. Young 
women are to a very great extent the guardians of spiritual life in the home and 
in society. They have the unequalled opportunity of impressing the younger 
generation during its intensely important first ten years. How much greater will 
this impression be if they have a right an an expression of conviction in the 
Church which asks to train their children, It is the duty of every woman in this 
building to have an opinion on the subject, not meerly a hazy sentiment.”

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Spiritual Dynamics and Church Programs 


Every Diocesan Convention has its characteristic note. 
Some particular aspect is predominant—inspirational, edu- 
cational, spiritual or adiministrative and legislative. Ideally, 
all elements should unite in a symmetrical whole. The chief 
thing to be desired is that a proper proportion of co-ordina- 
tion be had between the inspirational dynamics and the 
projected programs and budgets. 

When we reflect upon the Seventy-second Convention of 
the Diocese just adjourned, we confess to an impression of 
a serious disproportion between these two elements. Some- 
how or other they did not seem to articulate properly. 
There were several occasions where the inspirational note 
reached a high point—such as the uplifting appeal of Bishop 
Nichols for personal piety, the fervent appeal of Archdeacon 
Jenkins in behalf of the mission field, the large outlook of 
the Nation-Wide Campaign as interpreted by Bishop San- 
ford, the inspiring challenge of Bishop Parsons for Church 
Unity and a progressive program of educational and mis- 
sionary activity commensurate with the needs of the world, 
and the large opportunities for service and sacrifice as pre- 
sented in the departmental reports. But these occasions did 
not seem to be so related as to be cumulative in their effect, 
and above all they failed to produce that driving power of 
spiritual dynamics where programs of achievement are car- 
ried over into action. It is a current criticism of modern 
Church methods that our ideals and impressions are not 
closely enough correlated with our expressional activities. 
Perhaps it was because our inspirational notes were alter- 
nated throughout the convention with sessions of hard, le- 
galistic discussion on Canons, and cold, formal matters of 
business procedure. 

It is acknowledged that considerable business was accom- 
plished and a number of canonical amendments were 
adopted providing for a larger and more complete organiza- 
tion of the work of the Church, But may it have been that 


we devoted so large a part of our time and energies to the 
perfection of the mechanics of our organization and the con- 
sideration of business efficiency that we failed to gain the 
dynamics of the spirit that is essential to the vital function- 
ing of our organization? Bishop Nichols and Bishop Parsons, 
each in his convention address, hinted at that possibility. 

The above impression was confirmed especially by the 
consideration of the report of the finance committee on 
Wednesday evening. When the report showed a small de- 
ficit for the past year, together with the fact that the Nation- 
Wide Campaign pledges received so far, fell short of the 
estimated budget necessary to carry on our minimum of es- 
tablished work, there was no adequate enthusiasm with 
which to meet the situation. We failed to grasp the larger 
meanings of the needs of the world and the unprecedented 
opportunities of the Church. Our imaginations were cold, 
our hearts were untouched. So we had to witness the 
pathetic spectacle of a whole Diocese wrestling laboriously 
with a financial problem comparatively insignificant in its 
proportions as compared with the vast, untapped resources 
of our Diocese. 

Is it possible that, in our excessive desire to avail our- 
selves of the advantages of the business efficiency of cor- 
porate organizations we are losing the dynamic of individual 
enthusiasm? This danger has been expressed from many 
quarters. Bishop Johnson has strongly voiced that serious 
danger in a recent editorial in “The Witness,” in the fol- 
lowing words: 


“Unquestionably there is a great value in organized effort, but 
there is a danger in organized work as against individual work that © 


we must face honestly, and that danger is that in organizing forces 
we are apt to kill individua] enthusiasm. There have been many 
geniuses in the history of the Church who could never have worked 
in harness but were capable of doing great things as individuals. 
Such men, for example, were Philander Chase and J. Lloyd Breck 
and the men of Virginia who went down to Brazil. They did not 
work as representatives of an organization but as individuals, full 
of faith and enthusiasm, and they did great things. 

“During the Nation-Wide Campaign we have entered into a sort 
of gentleman’s agreement to let the National Council have the 
right of way, and we have abandoned private efforts in the interest 
of a united effort. That may be well and good, but it resulted in 
some bitter disappointments; and in some Dioceses to the sur- 
rendering of ,enterprises which could have commanded local sup- 
port, but which the general solicitation was unable to finance or 
support. Now one may be perfectly willing to accede to a 
principle for three years in order that the Church may make a 
unitde effort, even though that united effort may be a partial 
failure; but that is a very different matter from assuming that the 
Church is going to adopt a permanent policy of blocking indviidual 
enthusiasm. God forbid! Nor do we believe that funds 
raised for individual enterprise will ever cripple the gifts to mis- 
sions. Quite the contrary. The more people who can be induced to 
give generously to some enterprise in this Church because they are 
interested therein, the more generous people there will be to sup- 
port the whole program of this Church. Let us have our corporate 
organization, but let us not confine the work of the Holy Spirit to 
such human organizations as we may create to do this work.” 

It is deeply regrettable that the convention did not carry 
over the largeness of vision and buoyant enthusiasm of the 
joint session of Wednesday afternoon into the evening ses- 
sion of that day. Had it done so, the minimum program and 
budget, both for the maintenance of present work and also 
the calls for forward work, would have been fully and 
heartily endorsed. A heroic rally was made by a few to meet 
the financial needs, and although they did not fully do so, 
their example and spirit was a sure prophecy that it is only 
a short time when the whole Diocese will rally with all its 
strength to the call. It is unthinkable that, considering our 
present position as one of the Dioceses of the Eighth Province 
which is the lowest of all the provinces (with a record of 
23 per cent of Nation-Wide Campaign quota raised, as 


‘against 87 per cent for the highest) we should contemlpate 


a retreat from the minimum of the proposed 1922 budget, 
already too restricted. 

We have the fullest faith in the power of the Holy Spirit 
working through the Church. All we need is the stirring sum- 
mons of the prophetic voice of her clergy and the dynamic 
or both corporate organization and individual enthusiasm. 
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PROGRESS AND PIETY 


(Extracts from the Convention Address of Bishop Nichols) 
PROGRESS 

Under the continued alert leadership of the Bishop Coadjutor 
the adaptation of the Diocese to the new general measures of the 
Church in the Diocesan Council and the Nation Wide Campaign 
is marked with progress and promise. There is the auspicious 
enlistment of wider lay agency for the propaganda of Christian 
stewardship and the further extension of the policy of decentraliza- 
tion of duties traditionally congested in the episcopate, through the 
efficient collaboration of clerical and lay leadership. These are 
strong credentials for new chapters for the new generation which 
is succeeding the generation which has so much passed from earth 
in the years of Diocesan life I have shared with it. And in all the 
progressiveness there is manifest that wisdom in practical matters 
so pithily described in the Preface of the English Prayer Book 
which keeps “the mean between too much stiffness in refusing and 
of too much easiness in admitting any variation.” 

This unity and enterprise in the Diocese that has the mind to 
work is the more assuring for its storing up energy and resource 
to meet its own many problems and as well to do its part in 
bringing the Church to bear upon the issues which loom large 
on world horizons. The coming of the General Convention to our 
Coast for the second time, since in 1901 it met with us to sig- 
nalize the opening of the Twentieth Century by its first cross- 
ing of the continent to the Pacific, will mean much to the Church 
in these parts as well as to Portland. We should follow care- 
fully its meetings and if possible have some of its aftermath 
with meetings here. Among other advantages, it will no doubt 
afford us opportunity to note its treatment of the greater ques- 
tions of Church and State. To be sure in so large and varied a 
body we do not always find the arresting note and precision of 
utterance we would like upon pending problems. But the very 
discussions are instructive when they deal with. matters of 
moment. Such questions as Church Unity, Social Righteousness, 
World good faith among nations, Prayer Book Revision, Women’s 
Place in Church Legislation, and the like do get to the fore in 
various ways to assert their importance in our Church leadership 
even more than some things which are docket-grippers. The 
Church is all the time learning perspective. Earnest prayer in all 
our congregations should precede the Convention in the weeks 
before its meeting on September 6th. And there should be a 
keen interest in reading our Church press and in acquainting in 
all ways our Church people about it. 

DIOCESAN DISCERNMENT 

There are however some matters which, I feel, call for our 
more immediate and local attention and they seem to reach down 
to the very root of our religion. They are radical for Church 
vrowth and fruitage. In the Septuagint version of that familiar 
seventh verse of the first chapter of the Book of Proverbs which 
we render: “The fear of the Lord is the beginning of knowledge” 
there is added a parallel phrase. The commentator tells us that, 
as if to express more clearly the purport of the word “fear”, a 
word even in the original difficult to precisely define, the Sep- 
tuagint translators, in order to indicate their sense of the depth 
and fullness of the meaning, combined two alternative transla- 
tions, and so added “Piety toward God is the beginning of dis- 
cernment.” There is a wealth of suggestion in that for dealing 
with many present day Church absorptions, . Piety is the best 
credential for experting them, Piety, filialism toward God, is 
the prime qualification for discerning the signs of the times. Piety, 
godliness, is the atmosphere of character, clear, pellucid and 
serene, best fitted for taking far-seeing observation of the stars 
of events in their courses. 

We meet this year with a deepening consciousness of world- 
wide disturbance. But it seems to be dawning on the public con- 
sciousness that there is in it all the working of awholesome reme- 
dial discontent, a restlessness which makes for a will to better 
things. There are indications in it of an upheaval in human affairs 
as “The litanies of nations came, 

Like the volcano’s tongue of flame 
Up from the burning core below,— 
The canticles of love and woe.” 


The late Washington Conference voiced such a litany and 
chorussed its canticles both of pacific love of mankind and of 
woeful strains of the national jealousy and faction which lead 
to confusion and every evil deed. It is too early even to attempt 
to read the horoscope of the effect of the volcanic energy so 
recently erupted on human history, though never too early to 
pray for an era of mighty betterment. 

What more immediately concerns us, however as a Church 
assembly is the discontent only too manifest in the Church at large 
both with its own functioning as a spiritual power in itself and 
as well with its laggard standards for that victory which over- 
cometh the world by faith. It is easy to yield to the instinct 
to dwell upon that discontent and to have a psalm and an in- 
terpretation, one for one cause of it and another for another, 
Great is the company of preachers of such discontent within 
and without the Church. From the doctrinnaire who is applying 
a stethoscope of disquiet to her very heart beats of vital truth, 
to that so human grouchitis which germinates some grievance 
of personal sensitiveness to lack of appreciation or recognition 
as if the individual importance were the pulse of it all up and 
down the ills of things out of sorts, the prescription for the local 
application of precious balms goes on. And it is not always in 


the spirit of the Psalmist “Let the righteousness smite mic; it 


shall be a kindness—it shall be an excellent oil which sha!! not 
break my head.” 
A “DIVINE DISCONTENT” 

For there is in this very discontent with existing phascs of 
Church Life a very marked disposition to do something and do 
it now and do it well. Indeed there would appear to be ‘nuch 
to show the real credentials of what has been called a “Divine 
discontent.” There is a constructive spirit abroad in the Church 


“to turn these very heart-searchings of things that ought to be 


different, into a spur to action. Just because the days are ev:! the 
hopeful feature is that here and there great stirrings are siow- 
ing themselves to “redeem the time,” to seize the opportunity. 
This can be read of all men in such movements as those for 
Church Unity, for freshening missionary zeal, for quickeniny the 
public conscience, for rounding out the sociological implications 
and imperatives of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, for rallying to 
the protection of the family against the dire disintegration of 
divorce, for the recognition of an ultimately religious question. 
The late Bishop Westcott prophetically put that question in a 
paper on “a Christian policy of Peace” nearly forty years ago, 
urging that Christians as Christians must “realize and give cifect 
to their creed in the discharge of widest social duties—the duties 
not only of class to class, but also of nation to nation, and that, 
in an appeal to the spiritual forces which conquered the old 
world and which are still at our command,” we must boldly 
appeal to a generous passion in man for justice and rely upon 
his deep craving for fellowship. And if to such ideals we add 
our own new chapters in the organization of our national Church 
and stir of nation-wide campaigning however much we may have 
to learn as we go, it all shows how unmistakably a spirit of 
constructive criticism is abroad. 

With full recognition of the hopefulness and reason for thank- 
fulness to God there is in this and of its need and opportuneness 
for other Church fields and agencies, there are two lines for its 
efficiency that 1 would dwell upon more particularly at this time. 
In my Convention address a year ago I tried to stress what I 
ventured to call a Department of Piety, of which cvery 
Church member is: in a sense his own Chairman and maker of 
its minutes. I believe there is a growing consciousness not to 
say vitality of vows baptismal and ordination, more faithfully to 
put that Department where it belongs as the chief and under- 
lying factor in all our national and local Councils of our later 
organization. But I believe much, very much, radically much, 
critically much that for my part gives me something of a jolt 
every time I think of my own shepherding, is still to be desired 
in concentrating the mind and agencies of the Church upon this 
primary concern of piety. By no means is it sound to take too 
much for granted in this outstanding concern. 


YIELD OF THE FIELD 
And like the point of the ploughshare that cuts deeply into 
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the rich subsoil for furrows of fertility, healthy growth in all the 
harvesting of the Church must depend upon the opening up of 
an underneath surface deposit of personal religion. More par- 
ticularly the present opportunity for this I believe affords solu- 
tion to two indications of a poor yield, if we only take a sampling 
of superficial soil and not the swhsoil. They are much in the 
mind and care of every conscientious Pastor. In his having 
at heart the harvest of his own immediate field there are apt to 
be indications of his spiritual acreage where the harvest is not 
“truly plenteous.” 


One of these is a barrenness of spiritual result from his Con- 
firmation classes. This brings often disappointment, first in the 
numerical failure of the confirmed to become steady-going and 
steadily-growing-in-Grace, communicants. We report so many 
confirmed. That too often is the objective of satisfaction, the 
standard item of our “Doing things” in the congregation, the 
big class is talked about and causes a glow of conscious pros- 
perity both in Pastor and people. The relatively small or no 
class is a matter of apologetic comment or criticism. That is all 
well and normal if the communicant list shows a commensurate 
gain of membership that counts for staying record and devotion. 
That is one test point of progressive piety. The other to which 
I have often had occasion to advert is the fruitage from the 
families of the Congregations, of youth for the ministry of men 
and of women. As a standard of close and consecrated cultiva- 
tion, in the spirit of the charge to the Priest in the ordinal “to 
teach and to premonish, to feed and provide for the Lord’s fam- 
ily,” it is difficult to see how they can be negligible to a con- 
scientious pastor. It is food for reflective hours how any am- 
bition for a showing for Candidates for Confirmation can over- 
shadow it, from one truly under the spiritual urge of his ordina- 
tion vows. 


THE CONFIRMATION HARVESTING 


But a pious priest, with the piety of his people as his first and 


foremost absorption, has every reason to apply himself with 
zood cheer and confidence of a blessed hopefulness to these two 
pressing concerns which he shares more or less with the whole 
heart-searching of the Church just now. These two problems 
we must recognize as a simple challenge to the best that is in us 
and then we mtst tackle them with that best of our priestly 
and pastorly ardor and with intercession to the Lord of the 
harvest. 


Right courageously then can we apply ourselves to this creden- 
tial of well informed and well grounded Picty in our confirma- 
tion candidates making that note of the confirmation service our 
dominating note for scrutiny and thorough understanding and 
training. “Strengthen them, we beseech Thee, O Lord, with the 
Holy Ghost, the Comforter, and daily increase in them Thy mani- 
fold gifts of Grace.” That determining note of “daily increase” is 
both in the prayer and in the formula at the Laying on of Hands 
and should key the preparation all through. It will be the very 
best preventive against yielding to a temptation which is in the 
air, the temptation to soft pedal piety in the interest of an annual 
increase of a showy number of candidates whether there is the 
daily increase of Grace of the individual Candidate well trained 
for its after music of a Communicant life, or not. In a word 
if we duly discern and foster simple piety of character in our 
Confirmation classes and follow it up when they become commun- 
icants, we shall see clearly the cause and effect of a betterment of 
what is called the leakage of Church membership. The really tell- 
ing statistics about any pastorate is not in the column of the con- 
firmed but in a column which our present tables do not and per- 
haps cannot estimate, but of which almost any parish priest for 
himself can form some idea, and that is of communicants with 
the daily increase in grace carried over lastingly from their Con- 
firmation. And that will also throw much light upon the spiritual 
growth in the whole length and breadth of the congregation. 
That will a good deal tell the story whether the confirmation 
classes are a real and regular re-enforcement of, as they are a 
product of, the average piety of the flock we are so solemnly 
charged to bring to “ripeness and perfectness of age in Christ.”

Successful Financial Conference 


The financial conference held at the University Club under the 
auspices of the N. W. C. Campaign Committee, on the evening of 
Friday, January 20, was a great success in every way. 

The conference was attended by more than sixty parish treasurers 
and other representative laymen from the Diocese. After a happy 
introduction by Bishop Parsons there were several talks on church 
finance from various angles. F. R. Neville, treasurer of Christ 
Church, Alameda, explained the working of their successful plan 
in that parish. F. M. Lee, treasurer of the Diocese, followed with 
a clear explanation of diocesan system of finance. Mr. Lee’s ad- 
dress was freely punctuated with pointed wit. H. C. Wyckoff closed 
with an inspiring interpretation of the layman’s responsibility to 
the Nation-Wide Campaign. His address will appear in full in The 
Pacific Churchman. 

The purpose of this conference was to promote a larger under- 
standing of the financial aspect of the Nation-Wide Campaign and 
to exchange ideas on Church finance. The discussions which fol- 
lowed each paper were interesting and valuable. While the discus- 
sions centered chiefly about financial methods, Mr. L. F. Mont- 
eagle and Mr. J. W. Coleberd both made most valuable contribu- 
tions to the spiritual significance of Church finances. Mr. Monteagle 
said that we must have, first of all, a deep sense of Christian 
stewardship and a desire to express it through our gifts to the 
Church. When that is one secured we need not depend so much 
upon follow-up methods in securing subscriptions and pledges. Mr. 
Coleberd took exception to the too close comparison between the 
work of the Church and the pursuit of business. While business 
methods can be largely applied to Church finance, yet the funda- 
mental motive of Church work is so different from that of modern 
business, which is chiefly for profit, that we can not apply the busi- 
ness test fully to the Church. 

It is hoped that this conference will lead to others in the near 
future.

Hayward and Elmhurst 


The annual meetings at Trinity, Hayward, and All Saints, Elm- 
harst, showed substantial progress in the work of these missions 
during the past year. 

At Hayward the Church is keeping pace with the prosperity of 
the community. Here, within the post office area, is settled a 
population of 15,000 persons. Of these a large percentage is foreign- 
born and Roman Catholic. Trinity Mission, however, has gathered 
within its fold about twenty-five new families. All its financial 
obligations have been met, including the monthly pledge, current 
expenses, cost of repairs and improvements and the Nation-Wide 
Campaign pledge. Extensive repairs have been made in the Church 
property, for which the Ladies’ Aid deserves much credit. A revival 
of community interest was shown in the entertainment by Church 
people of a large share of attendants at the Y. M. C. A. Older Boys 
Conference and the serving of a banquet in the Parish Hall. 

At Christmas time a very successful Christmas tree entertainment 
was given the Church School children. A Boys Club has been or- 
ganized which is much alive and will presently develop into a 
troop of Boy Scouts. The young people are also becoming actively 
interested and before long a Young People’s Fellowship branch will 
be functioning. The Nation-Wide Campaign canvass, under the 
leadership of Messrs. G. H. Tod, E. W. Burr and W. S. Clarke, was 
remarkably successful. As a result the mission pledge has been 
increased $60 a year and the N. W. C. pledges $30. All together the 
prospects at Hayward are bright for the ensuing year. 

All Saints, Elmhurst, also has made a good showing. At the 
mission fifteen familiies have been added to the Church list. The 
monthly pledge has been paid regularly and the quota for the 
N. W. C., $76, paid in full. To Miss T. B. Prevost, the veteran 
Auxiliary worker, is due the latter accomplishment. A Woman’s 
Guild was organized in September, with Mrs. C. F. Bennett as presi- 
dent, and in a few months has made an enviable record. Early in 
December a very successful bazaar and entertainment was held, and 
at Christmas time the children of the Church School were treated 
to a Christmas tree and a generous distribution of gifts. At the 
annual meeting a unanimous vote of thanks and appreciation was 
passed, commending the priest-in-charge, the Rev. W. A. MacClean, 
for the splendid work he has accomplished during the past year 
and pledging for the future the earnest support of the members of 
the mission. 

At San Leandro, the community between Hayward and Elmhurst, 
an opportunity is offered for missionary effort. Here an attractive 
residential district, Broadmoor, is being developed, and nearby the 
Durant Motor Company is erecting an assembly plant which will 
employ 2000 men. Considerable calling has been done by the mis- 
sionary and a dozen or more Church families located. As soon as 
satisfactory arrangements can be made, services will be started in 
that community. 


Recent Activities at St. Barnabas, San Francisco 


Six candidates were presented to Bishop Parsons for confirma- 
tion on Sunday evening, January 29. Cold as the evening was, there 
was a good congregation. 

On Friday, January 25, an entertainment and social was given in 
aid of the equipment fund of the Boys’ Club. About $25 was re- 
ceived. Besides thanking the ladies who supplied the cake and cof- 
fee we are grateful to our entertainers for the pleasant evening they 
provided. 

It gives us great pleasure to acknowledge our great debt of grati- 
tude to Mrs. Nelson for a generous gift of $500 toward defraying 
the expense of improving our building. Mrs. Nelson is well known 
to the Church for her beneficences to the Maria Kip Orphanage, the 
Old Ladies Home, and now she has again added to herself a number 
of grateful hearts among the workers of this city’s population. 

Our joy in realizing the progress of the work at St. Barnabas is 
heightened by the deeper appreciation of the work as really a 
memorial to the dear departed—such as Miss Nannie Rogers and 
others—who worked so hard for St. Barnabas in its early be- 
ginnings.

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Three San Francisco Cathedral Congregations 
Unite in Service 


In Grace Cathedral, the evening of the first Sunday after 
Epiphany a solmen vesper service was sung, in which the choirs of 
the Greek Orthodox Saint Sophia’a Cathedral, the Russian Orthodox 
Holy Trinity Cathedral, and the auxiliary choir of Grace took part. 
The Rev. Viladimar Sakovich made a stirring appeal in English for 
the starving and suffering people of Russia. The Rev. Pythagoras 
M. Caravellas, who also spoke in English, traced the points of con- 
tact between the Anglican and Greek communions in a scholarly 
address. He also spoke of the great work accomplished by the 
newly elected Patriach of Constantinople, Meletios Metaxakis, both 
in this country and in Europe, closing with a prayer for his due 
_enthronement. Bishop Nichols then reviewed the history of our 
Church’s influence on Eastern Orthodox missions in the United 
States. Before pronouncing the benediction, the Bishop read the 
prayer of St. Chrysostom, which he said the then Metropolitan of 
Athens, Meletios, had said jointly with him during his recent visit 
in San Francisco. 

The whole beautiful service was a hopeful inspiration for Chris- 
tian unity.

Nevada 


Divorce, hasty marriages, family prayers and week-day religious 
instruction were important topics discussed at the fifteenth Annual 
Convocation of Nevada at Reno; January 29 and 30. 


Divorce has increased in Nevada so that the old figures of one 
divorce for every one and a half marriages are no longer true, but 
in 1921 it was one mariage for every one and a quarter divorce. 

The Bishop will have again circulated an initiative petition on the 
divorce law for presentation at the next Legislature. 

Hasty marriages were considered and the Bishop and clergy enr- 
tered into an agreement to ask for seven days’ notice before per- 
forming a marriage ceremony. 

Family prayers were discussed at length in the Bishop’s address. 

Week-day religious instruction is in successful operation in Reno 
and Sparks and will be extended to other of the larger communities. 

It was decided to begin again the publication of the district paper, 
“The Nevada Churchman.” 

Rev. Edward T. Brown of Reno was elected secretary. 

Ven. Percival S. Smithe of Las Vegas and Hon George S. Brown 
of Reno were elected deputies to General Convention. 

Miss Lucy Nelson Carter, our missionary among the Pah-ute In- 
dians on the Pyramid Lake Reservation, was set apart as a deacon- 
ess, the first in Nevada. 


Idaho 


Fifteen business and professional men, twelve of them from 
Boise and three from other parts of the State, comprise the newly 
formed board of trustees for St. Margaret’s School for Girls, located 
in the capital city. Bishop Frank Hale Touret was selected ex- 
officio president of the new board. An executive committee will in- 
clude the board’s officers and the chairmen of committees on prop- 
_ erty, finance and publicity appointed by Bishop Touret. Miss Elise 
A. Roberts, who recently has succeeded to the principalship of St. 
Margaret’s, addressed a recent meeting of the board, expressing her 
conviction that the school is about to enter upon an era of re- 
newed usefulness and prosperity. Miss Roberts is a sister of Dean 
Paul Roberts of St. Michael’s Cathedral. 

The Christmas pageant produced by the children of the Sunday 
School of the Church of the Ascension, Twin Falls, was written by 
a member of the local congregation, Mrs. C. T. Bunce. Mrs. Bunce 
is on the editorial staff of the Twin Falls “Times.” The pageant 
has received much favorable comment. 


Mortuary Synonyms 


The exacting demands of modern “advance” in religious culture 
require much attention to one’s vocabulary. No well-informed per- 
son dies today. It was reserved for twentieth century research to 
discover the vulgarities in Genesis and Ecclesiastes. To Adam’s 
amoeboid understanding, “dust thou art, and unto dust shalt thou 
return” was no doubt appropriate phraseology. The wise man of 
the olden days bluntly said of the end of man’s mundane sojourn: 
“The dust returneth to the earth as it was, and the spirit returneth 
unto God Who gave it.” 


In any event particularity of expression leads to clarity of under- 
standing. So classical Greek literature is accounted one of the 
finest extant examples of applied logic. In the interest of keeping 
apace with the times, the following euphemisms are recommended: 
Persons of the “Mutt and Jeff” class “croak.” “Shuffle off this 
mortal coil” is appropriate for poets, electricians and gamblers. 
“Pass in his checks” is the way financiers and baggagemen should 
be properly deceased. “Kick in” is quite correct for gentlemen 
temporarily deprived of personal liberty in our reformatory insti- 
tutions; “Kick the bucket” for milkmaids; absconders “Pass away”; 
our ancestors “Have gone before,” though some of our grandfathers 
and grandmothers really did die; “Slip off the hooks” is the pro- 
fessional way gymnasts make their exit; devotees of the newer 
learning “Pass on,” and ever on and on to higher planes of theo- 
sophical advancement, and no doubt keep on “aviating” as long as 
the “gasoline” holds out—W. M. B. 


Miss Royden Will Visit America 


The visit of Miss Maude Royden to America in the spring will be 
one of the most interesting features of the ecclesiastical calendar. 
Miss Royden is the daughter of a shipbuilder who was given a 
barcnetcy late in life. She grew up in the luxury of the upper 
middle classes and had time to reflect deeply on the problems of 
her nation. After she gained a vote in the civil affairs, she turned 
her attention to the disabilities under which women suffer in the 
Church. She was permitted to address selected audiences from the 
chancel steps in the Anglican Church, but this was not enough. She 
became the evening preacher at the City Temple in London. Since 
then she has been associated with Rev. Percy Dearmer in the Fel- 
lowship Guild. Though a member of the Anglican Church, she has 
friends in many communions. She is described as a “small, sallow, 
lame spinster past forty, whose garment of beauty is her art, her 
vivacious audacity and her magnetism.” Her itinerary in America 
has not yet been announced, but it is thought she will visit many 
of the leading cities of the country.

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Seventy-second Convention of the Diocese of California 


The seventy-second Annual Convention ef the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia met in Grace Cathedral, San Francisco, Tuesday, January 31. 

At the opening service of the Holy Communion Bishop Nichols 
was the celebrant and read his annual address, which is reported 
in another column of The Pacific Churchman. The convention 
was organized for the business session on Tuesday afternoon. 

The missionary mass meeting on Tuesday was largely attended, 
both by the combined choirs of the bay district and the Church 
people. The Ven. Thomas Jenkins, Archdeacon of Alaska, gave an 
inspiring address in which he pointed out the wonderful oppor- 
tunity of the Church for extension work in Alaska and the great 
need of an awakening of the Church people to a deeper sense of 
their Christian obligation to spread the Gospel. 

On Wednesday afternoon a joint session of the convention and 
the House of Churchwomen was held. Bishop Sanford presented the 
work of the National Council. Reports were made from the depart- 
ments of the Diocesan Council. Mr. F. M. Lee, for the Department 
of Finance; Rev. G. H. B. Wright and Miss Helen Maddock, for the 
Department of Social Service; Rev. B. D. Weigle, for the Depart- 
ment of Religious Education; Mr. B. A. McAllaster, for the 
Church Extension work in the Convocation of Oakland; Rev. R. L. 
Macfarlane, for the Convocation of San Francisco; and Rev. Edwin 
Castledine and Rev. C. L. Thackeray, for the Convocation of San 
Jose. 

Bishop Parsons read his annual address at this session. It will 
be reported in the March number of The Pacific Churchman. 

At 5:00 p. m. the annual reception was held by Bishop and Mrs. 
Nichols, and Bishop and Mrs. Parsons, in the library of the Divinity 
School. 

Wednesday evening was devoted to a consideration of the re- 
port of the Committee on Finance. Mr. H. C. Wyckoff, a member of 
the National Council, presented the Nation-Wide Campaign budget. 
After a discussion of the report it was referred back to the com- 


mittee with special recommendations from the convention. 


The third Annual Convention of the Young People’s Fellowship 
was held in Grace Chapel on Wednesday evening. 

On Thursday evening was held a united Service under the aus- 
pices of the Daughters of the King, the Brotherhood of St. An- 
drew, the Girls’ Friendly Society, the Guild of St. Barnabas, and 
the Church Periodical Club. 

The report of the sessions of the House of Churchwomen and the 
Woman’s Auxiliary will be found in another column.

On Monday evening, preceding the convention a dinner was given 
for the House of Churchwomen, delegates and friends at the Com- 
mercial Club. The dinner for the clergy of the Diocese was given 
at the same place. These are reported in another column.

Report of Committee on the State of the Church 


To the Members of the Seventy-second Convention of the Diocese 
of California: 
Your committee begs to report as follows: 


We take it that the scope of the work of this committee is con- 
fined to a survey of the state of the Church in this Diocese. This 
report must necessarily be limited to conclusions that can be de- 
rived from parochial statistics and from certain outstanding activi- 
ties where results are apparent, 

In connection with parochial statistics, your committee begs to 
call attention to the very inadequate reports sent in from some of 
the parishes and missions. 

We infer from certain discrepancies observed when comparing 
the totals of 1921 with those of 1920 that in some instances esti- 
mates and not exact figures have been given. 

It is obviously impossible to institute a comparison of much value 
unless statistics are fairly accurate. 

Again your committee would urge that the parish reports be sent 
in on time, so that a proper opportunity for studying them may be 
afforded. 


With such data as the committee has at its disposal we submit 
the following figures by way of comparison: 


1920 1921 
Enrollment in Church Schcols ................000- 5,863 5,718 


A glance at these figures will indicate that the Church has been 
progressing slowly during the past year that is if these figures are 
to be relied on. In some ways a falling off is indicated, as in the 
case of confirmations; this seems to be serious because in the case 
of confirmations we have accurate figures. The considerable in- 
crease in the inumber of families reported would indicate that the 
Church population is growing by the arrival of new dwellers in our 
State. 


The discrepancy between the figures reported under the heading 
“baptized persons” in 1920 and 1921 can only be accounted for on 
the supposition that these figures represent estimates. 

Again, incomplete and imperfect returns must account for the 
fact that notwihtstanding that a large increase in families is re- 
ported, an actual loss in the number of communicants is shown. 

Another serious state of affairs, if the figures are correct, is that 
our Church Schools show a decline in membership. 


Young People’s Fellowship 


A most helpful aspect of the Diocesan work is the steady growth 
of the Young People’s Fellowship. This society for fostering the 
social, intellectual and spiritual life of ovr young people is becoming 
-—or rather is already—a real power for good in the Diocese. It is 
filling a real and most vital need in our Church life. 


Two splendid conferences have been held, planned and conducted 
by the young people themselves. The Church is beginning, through 
this agency, to value the contribution the young people have to 
make and the young people are realizing the joy and strength which 
comes to them in serving Christ through His Church, 


The Brotherhood of St. Andrew 


Your committee is glad to note a recrudesence of the activities 
of this fine and well-tried organization. A faithful band of Brother- 
hood men are in their quiet way making their influence felt among 
the men of the Church. 


Laymen’s Conferences 


The Nation-Wide Campaign has brought into being or promi- 
nence the laymen’s conference. These gatherings of Christian 
business men which meet from time to time in San Francisco and 
elsewhere indicate the existence of a healthy spirit of service among 
the laymen of our Church. They recognize that certain aspects of 
the Church’s work are peculiarly the task of laymen and they are 
taking counsel together to solve them. 


Altogether, we feel that there is a real stirring of the spirit in 
the Church, giving promise of great things to be done for the ad- 
vancement of the Kingdom of God.

Under the name of “The Young 
People’s Fellowship,” they have organized branches in many of our 
parishes, and have carried out a substantial program of educational 
work. They had several conferences during the year, in which 
they developed great enthusiasm among the young people of the 
This movement is making rapid progress in all parts of 
the country, and will soon hold the same importance in our church 
life as it has held in the other churches. One of the most valuahle 
of their activities has been the holding of Vocational Conferences 
in various parts of the Diocese.

This movement is making rapid progress in all parts of 
the country, and will soon hold the same importance in our church 
life as it has held in the other churches. One of the most valuahle 
of their activities has been the holding of Vocational Conferences 
in various parts of the Diocese. 

The Sub-committee on Pageants and Dramatics report that the 
Centennial Missionary Pageant was presented in several parts of 


the Diocese, and made a profound impression by its vivid inter- 


pretation of the wonderful missionary work and opportunities of the 
Church. After giving the pageant in their own parish, the Church 
of the Incarnation, San Francisco, presented it before a large con- 
gregation in Trinity Church, San Francisco. A beautiful and im- 
pressive pageant was given at Asilomar, and Christmas, Epiphany 
and Easter Pageants were given in an increasing number of pxr- 
ishes in the Diocese. This is one of the new departments of Fc- 
ligious Education, but it is destined to regain the great importance 
it held in the life and work of the early Church. 


The Asilomar Conference Sub-committee has been newly 2p- 
pointed, and the Rev. L. B. Thomas re-elected as Dean of the 
Conference. It is planning an enlarged and interesting conference 
the latter part of next July. 


Plans have been developed for the extension of the service of 
the School for Christian Service, under the management of D¢a- 
coness Anita Hodgkin, through the training of teachers and 
workers in the Department of Religious Education. 


A special committee is working out a plan for a circulating 
library for the clergy of the Diocese. 


The Department, after careful consideration, has adopted thie 
recommendations of the General Department and its leaders re- 
garding principles and methods of co-operation with the religious 
education work of the other churches and the International Sunday 
School Association. In accordance with this policy, the Depart- 
ment is co-operating in several lines of religious education work. 
It is planning to take a responsible part in promoting the conven- 
tion of the State Sunday School Association in San Francisco next 
May. It is also co-operating in the promotion of the Week-Day 
Schools of Religious Education as a community enterprise. 


The Executive Secretary, as Secretary of the Department, gave 
a course on “Religious Education” at the Church Divinity School. 

The Executive Secretary gave numerous addresses:on the “Prin- 
ciples and Methods of Religious Education” throughout the Dio- 
cese and also before many Conferences of Religious Education in 
churches of other denominations. He is now acting as Dean of 
the Community Training Schools in San Francisco, and is giving a 
course on the Week-Day Schools of Religious Education in each 
school. He conducted a course of study for Denominational Lead- 
ers of Religious Education, and is representing our Church on the 
Executive Committee of the State Sunday School Association, and 
is acting as Chairman of the Young People’s Division. 


Department of Social Service 
The Department of Social Service was organized in accordance 
with the Diocesan Canons and the Council By-laws, with the same 
officers as those already named for the other departments. 
The Department adopted the past method of dividing its work 
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into two sections—the Information and Survey Section and the 
Service Section, with the Rev. G. H. B. Wright Chairman of the 
first section and the Rev. C. P. Deems Chairman of the Service 
Section. Sub-committees of the first section were appointed as 
follows: 1, Legislation; 2, Brotherhood of St. Andrew; 3, Public 
Morals; 4, Publicity; 5, Child Welfare; 6, Health. 


Rev. Mr. Wright reported on a conference held with the Rev. 
Charles N. Lathrop the Secretary of the Social Service Department 
of the General Council, in which the proposed program of the 
Department was considered. 


Miss Brookman’s request for the appointment of a sub-commit- 
tee to support the work of the Vigilant Committee was approved 
in principle, and it was recommended that a Civic Committee be 
appointed by each Convocation. 

Rev. Mr. Wright reported a proposed questionaire to be sent 
out from the Department. The said questionaire was approved, 
and a report was subsequently made on the replies received to the 
same, 

In reply to a question sent out by the Department of the Gen- 
eral Council, the Department fully approved of the interpretation 
of the Social Service function of the Church in the convention ad- 
dress of Bishop Parsons. 

The Rev. Mr. Wright and Mrs. Wright attended the Milwaukee 
Social Service Conference of the General Department, and reported 
the Conference to the Diocesan Department. The recommendation 
of the General Department for the appointment of a representative 
or “Key-man” in every parish and mission of the Diocese was 
adopted. 

The Rev. Mr. Deems and Miss Maddock reported the activities 
of Church Center for Service throughout the year, showing an in- 
creasing development. 

The Service Canvass feature of the Nation-Wide Campaign was 
urged to be made in connection with the Every-Member Canvass, 
and the printing of a special Service Pledge Card for use in the 
Diocese was approved. The Department voted to approve of the 
work of the Church Center for Service and to recommend that the 
Convention add its endorsement of the work and vote enough 
money for the Social Service Budget to continue the work. 

Rev. Mr. Wright reported for the Sub-committee on Legisla- 
tion, and the Rev. Mr. Oehloff reported on industrial conditions. 

The Department passed a resolution supporting the City Police 
Department in the enforcement of anti-gambling laws, and to rec- 
ommend to the Convention the adoption of a similar resolution. 

Steps were taken for the provision of an afternoon school in the 
vicinity of the Canon Kip Mission to take care of children of work- 
ing mothers between the time that school is dismissed and the 
return of the mothers. 

The Department voted to send to each of the active clergy of 
the Diocese a copy of the new Social Service Handbook of the 
General Department. 

Plans were adopted to carry out the Educational Program of 
the General Department during the coming Lenten season and the 
late spring. 

The Executive Secretary, as Secretary of the Department, gave 
addresses in various parts of the Diocese on the Church Program 
of Social Service, and is now giving a course on “Social Service” 
at the Church Divinity School. 


Department of Institutions 

The Department of Institutions was organized in accordance 
with the Diocesan Canons and the By-laws of the Council, with 
Bishop Nichols as Chairman, and the Executive Secretary of the 
Council, ex-officio Secretary. 

Its work has been largely concerned with the reorganization of 
the Diocesan Institutions under the new Canons. The follow- 
ing six institutions, local to the Diocese, and which have been in- 
formally recognized as Diocesan Institutions, have prepared reports 
and will submit to the Convention formal petitions for the privi- 
lege of the title of a “Diocesan Institution,” in accordance with 
the provisions set forth in Section 436 of the Diocesan Canons: 


1. Protestant Episcopal Old Ladies’ Home. 

2. St. Luke’s Hospital. ; 

3. Maria Kip Orphanage and Alfred Nuttall Nelson Memorial 
Home, 


4. St. Dorothy’s- Rest. 
5. St. Andrew’s Inn. 
6. John Tennant Memorial Home. 
Diocesan Budget 
A Budget for the maintenance of minimum Diocesan work for 
the coming year will be presented in the Report of the Financial 
Department of the Council. 


Forward Enterprises 
In addition to the above stated work, the Council calls the atten- 
tion of the Diocese to the following fields of work which should be 
undertaken very soon and for which finances should be provided: 
A. Building Projects. 
St. Andrew’s Church, Oakland; Holy Innocents’, Oakland; 
Church for St. Francis Wood District, San Francisco. 
B. The extension of regular activities at Redwood City, St Matthew’s, 
Berkeley, San Luis Obispo County and Walnut Creek. 
C. Other Activities. 
1. The installation of chaplains at the University of California 
and Stanford University. 
2. The increase of maintenance for the Church Divinity School 
and the School for Christian Service (The Deaconess School). 
3. The employment of a Christian Service Director, to direct 
the work of the Diocesan Church Center for Service. 
4. The support of work among the young people of the 
Church. 
5. The proportionate support of the North Beach Center 
work and other Federated Church work.

Seventeenth Annual Meeting of House of 
Churchwomen 


(By Mary Floyd Williams, Secretary) 


There are great advantages in rotation in office. There are also 
some advantages in a permanent official staff. The House of 
Chuchwomen practices both systems—changes its executives season 
by season and leaves its secretary to acquire experience and tech- 
nique during session after session. For ten years the present in- 
cumbent has faced the ranks of delegates, recorded motions, copied 
resolutions and noted reports. Like all other secretaries her mind 
has been careful about many things, chiefly schedules of hours and 
parliamentary requirements, and the better part of the meetings, 
the personal and spiritual response to the messages of speakers, has 
sometimes not been within her choice. 


Now she is asked to write a resume of this past session for The 
Pacific Churchman. A mere condensation of the minutes would be 
hopelessly uninteresting. Excerpts from reports and addresses 
would only create a disjointed hodge-podge. There is no other ap- 
proach save that of personal impression, the reflection from the 
clustered, upturned faces and from the earnest voices overcrowding 
a slender allowance of time with simple words big with the most 
vital elements in human society. 


Year after year the secretary has wondered why this House of 
150 busy women holds a three days’ sessions that has about it 
nothing of the inspiration of a religious retreat, is practically aloof 
from the thrill of legislative initiative, creates no offices that 
foster the passion for leadership and seldom offers the momentary 
excitement of a righteous difference of opinion over critical mat- 
ters of policy. The minutes for the whole past decade are so 
monotonously alike that one is tempted to indulge in unlawful dis- 
tortion just for the sake of introducing a novel phrase. What is 
the secret of continuance, vitality, growth? 


The voices and the faces answer; the voices telling correctly 
and efficiency of human needs met by service in the name of 
Christ; the faces sympathetic and responsive to each particular 
story of suffering and weakness, kindling to each appeal for help in 
constructive progress. The reports are singularly free from sob- 
stuff. There is no need for melodrama because the delegates have 
not come to be awakened to the need for Christian service. They 
come because they are already awake, are already leaders in the 
smaller parish groups and want to gain larger vision and a more 
effective method of work. You do not have to entertain the 
House of Churchwomen. The simplest report of work well done or 
of urgent need that demands new work, “gets over” without mis- 
chance. 

The emphasis shifts, of course, with different sessions. Forward 
movements are taken sometimes along one line of work, sometimes 
along another and new committees are constantly appointed to se- 
cure permanent co-operation throughout the Diocese for the support 
of work that especially appeals to a particular gathering of the 
House. The significant action of the late session lay along three 
lines: the appointment by request of Bishop Nichols of a commit- 
tee to further ‘the building projects planned for the Cathedral 
group; the appointment of a committee to advocate the extension 
of pension provision to women who are disabled after devoted 
service in Church work; the authorization of the expenditure of cer- 
tain funds for the expenses of speakers who shall visit out of town 
parishes on request and carry to the local groups direct information 
on important institutional work. It is possible that this last action 
may develop into a new and highly interesting phase of contact be- 
tween the general officers and the more distant workers. 


These were the outstanding developments in new undertakings. 
The long and familiar lines of organized Church activities were re- 
viewed as usual and committees for the new year will assure finan- 
cial support from the guilds represented in the House. 


The formality of electing a president made no change in the of- 
ficial personnel, as the House was most fortunate in inducing Mrs. 
Harry M. Sherman to re-assume the position which she has filled 
with gracious efficiency during the past three years. A new vice- 
president, Mrs. William Palmer Lucas, will be a welcome recruit to 
the executive board, where her long experience in social service 
will assist in planning for ever-increasing work. 

In closing this brief report one interesting feature should be 
mentioned. New names on the roll of delegates appeared with un- 
expected frequency and the older members hailed with delight the 
comradeship of not a few of the younger workers from various par- 
ishes. No better sign of vitality could be asked, for each new dele- 
gate represents a better informed worker in the home guild, each 
young enthusiast promises enthusiasm sustained through busy 
years to come.

The past year does not perhaps show much that is striking in our 
Diocesan life but it is encouraging to see a spirit of increasingly 
loyal service in various directions, a desire to meet opportunity 
and fulfill obligations, due no doubt to our enlarged information 
through the Nation-Wide Campaign about the needs of our Church, 
and to the more united effort to carry it on. Common effort brings 
us together as nothing else can. The raising of money can be an 
inspiring thing and we are often surprised into discovering that 
our hearts are dwelling in some of the places where we have been 
persuaded to lay our material treasure. 

To us members of this House it is gratifying to find that this 
quickening is in many cases due to women, as individuals and in 
organized groups. The bringing to life of the almost extinct Giris’ 
Friendly Society, in which women’s work for women is one of the 
most valuable agencies, is a heartening thing to think of, as is the 
increasingly excellent record of the Old Ladies’ Home, and the 
quiet, effective work of the Women’s Board of St. Luke’s Hospital, 
to take only a few instances from the many of which you will hear 
during our meeting. Of course, I have not touched on any of the 
achievements of the committees of this House, and it is safe to say 
that certain parishes which have been without rectors during the 
past year have been to a great extent held together by the faithful 
women in them. 

While gladly recognizing this, in all thankfulness, one is obliged 
to observe that the signs of healthiest growth appear where men 
and women are associated. Wherever men and women serve to- 
gether there is almost sure to be a broader outlook, a saner grasp 
of the situation. Wherever a parish is so organized that the heads 
of men’s and women’s organizations meet in conference, that parish 
shows the greatest vitality; not necessarily in accomplishing great 
works, but in stimulating the daily interest of all its members. 
This is not a theory, but a fact which anyone may prove. 

The local Church Center for Service, the Young People’s Fellow- 
ship which is far and away the most encouraging phase of our 
Diocesan life, both testify to this, They are successful and usefu! 
because in them the men and women make common cause, and 
when our Church Schools succeed, as they are trying to do, in 
coming up to a higher standard of instruction and organization suf- 
ficient to tempt the masculine interest to active co-operation, a 
marvelous new order will arise. 

I am touching again on this subject of the status of women in 
the Church not because any action is to be taken at this time, but 
because it needs even more thought and discussion than it has re- 
ceived. We here, as older women, most of us, have a distinct re- 
sponsibility of thought, not sentiment, in this. Let us realize that 
today women are trained far more than we were for participation 
in the affairs of life, and that individuals who are expected at the 
age of twenty-one to become good citizens and who have been edu- 
cated with a view to self-support, are not going to understand why 
their Church should ask their utmost loyalty and yet debar them 
from any expression of opinion in its affairs. Young women are to 
a very great extent the guardians of spiritual life in the home and 
in society. They have the unequalled opportunity of impressing 
the younger generation during its intensely important first ten 
years. How much greater will this impression be if they have a 
right to an expression of conviction in the Church which asks to 
train their children. It is the duty of every woman in this building 
to have an opinion on this subject, not merely a hazy sentiment. 

But in forming our opinion let us be very careful to take as our 
criterion not, “What should we demand as our rights and privi- 
leges?” but “How may we best serve.” Surely we are all eager and 
anxious to give of our best in thought, word and deed. That is the 
object of our coming together in this place, that is the whole reason 
for the existence of this House of Churchwomen. As we hear the 
reports of splendid and devoted service rendered and of the many 
unfilled needs in our institutions, our parishes and charities, our 
hearts burn within us in desire to carry a greater part of these 
burdens, We find that of all the Protestant bodies in this locality 
our Church, while numerically smaller than some, tries to do the 
greatest aomunt of welfare work and is the only one that possesses 
its own hospital, Seaman’s Institute and homes for boys and girls 
and for the aged. 

All these many opportunities to help crowd us. I trust that every 
woman here will feel a new urge to activity as our meeting con- 
tinues. Service is the watchword of this day; work is blessed, so 
blessed and manifold and alluring that we throw ourselves into it 
with fervor ,often forgetting to choose which form of -it we are 
best adapted for. I venture to say that 90 per cent of us here are as 
enthusiastic about some activity—though it may not be Church 
work—as Martha was and perhaps as resentful of Mary’s attitutde. 
Yet we know which one was commended for having chosen the 
better part. To deliberately choose this better part, prayer and 
meditation, for a portion of each day requires courage and deter- 
mination, but the result of it in carrying out our cherished plans 
is immensely practical and quite incalculable. The world expects 
women, and especially Church women, to be centers of peace (a 
very different thing from idleness) and diffusers of joy. “Working 
oneself to death” is not a goal to be desired. Shall we not rather 
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try to work ourselves to life, to more abundant life? Only through 
recreation and recollection of ourselves can our work proceed 
with vigor, and as a means to this may we be emboldened in our 
households to seek openly the strength that is ours for the asking. 
To consecrate the simple happenings of the home with prayer and 
thanksgiving, to ask a blessing upon the food which nourishes us, 
to “practice the presence of God” outwardly as well as in private— 
these things will so help to hallow our busy days that we shall ac- 
complish more, even though we do less. Not from any height of 
achievement, but from the lowly ground of personal need, am I en- 
couraged to bring you this message, which is as usual and as neces- 
sary to life as is our daily bread. 
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Report of Annual Dinner of House of Churchwomen 


Annual dinner of the House of Churchwomen was held this year 
at the Commercial Club. Three hundred and fifteen attended. It 
was the largest number that the House has known and shows the 
vital interest which women take in the welfare of the Church. Mrs. 
Harry Sherman, president, presided. The officers of the House and 
of the Women’s Auxiliary and the speakers of the evening sat at 
a long table at the side of the room. The rest of the ladies were 
at small tables seating four to eight. The arrangements for the din- 
ner were under the care of Mrs. Ainsworth and were carried out de- 
lightfully. The speakers had been selected by Mrs. W. P. Lucas, 
who showed great discernment in her choice. 


Mrs. C. P. Deems of Ross was toastmistress and she was most 
gracious, witty and charming. After a clever introduction, she pre- 
sented Miss Ruth Heymann, a playground expert, who gave a vivid 
picture of the attitude of mind of the younger generation toward 
parental authority. She urged recreation in ways in which the 
parents could be included, plays and so forth. 


Mrs. Stanwood of the State Board of Charities then gave an il- 
luminating talk on social work from her standpoint. While she 
spoke of our leaders as doing much to benefit conditions, she urged 
the greater mass of our Church people to work together for social 
betterment. 


Miss Yost, the dean of women at Stanford University, gave a most 
happy talk, she and Mrs. Deems having some amusing reminiscences 
of Vassar days. Her understanding of the college girl and her 
cheerful outlook on life, makes us congratulate the University on 
having her in charge of the college women. 


Deaconess Hodgkin, whose years in Roumania brought her closely 
in touch with the life of those whose traditions and training have 
been so different from ours, yet she spoke most earnestly of their 
adjustment to our many suggestions in the improvement of their 
social work and urged that attitude of mind upon our own workers 
in dealing with this important question. 

Miss Dorothea Spinney closed the evening with a most gracious 
address speaking of her appreciation of America and her delight 
in the progress of the work the women were doing. —N. O. L.

. The Annual Conference of Diocesan and Parish Officers was held 
at Grace Chapel, Thursday, February 2. Dean Gresham read the 
opening prayers. 

As our interest this year will be so engaged in the educational 
work, it was very opportune to have Mrs. Elmore, for many years a 
missionary in India, speak of the plan for union colleges for women 
in China, Japan and India. At present there is nothing for women 
higher than the junior colleges and their graduates are not always 
sufficiently mature and well-grounded to resist the tendency to slip 
back into the village life and the terrible conditions incident to 
child-marriage. 

Mrs. Clifton H. Kroll reported the work of the Church School 
Service League, telling of increase in numbers and interest and the 
work done in the five fields of service. 


Mrs. J. H. Robertson read her report as treasurer, especially ex- 
plaining the miscellaneous fund. She noted the increase of gifts of 
the Auxiliary each year of her treasufership. 


Mrs. Charles Christen reported her activities during the year that 
she has been secretary of the Little Helpers, and we all felt that she 
is the very one to build up the organization in this Diocese through 
her energy and her great desire to see little children led to offer 
service to missions, 


For the report of the Educational Department, Mrs. C. Edward 
Holmes asked Mrs. Wyckoff to tell of the Watsonville group mak- 
ing a missionary tour of Alaska, Japan, China, the Philippines, Ha- 
waii and the Canal Zone through their study of the Survey, and 
the very successful missionary play given by the group, at which 
members of five Christian communions were present. At Mrs. 
Holmes’ request, Mrs. Wintermute told how much the study group 
at Trinity, San Jose, had been helped by meeting at the home of a 
shut-in member, thus securing her co-operation and contributing to 
her pleasure.

Mrs. Holmes’ leadership. 

It is hoped that the study groups will take a general view of the 
countries studied—not only what the Church has done, leading to 
better understanding of other nations, greater interest and con-

Commencement Exercises, School for Christian Service 
St. Margaret’s House, 2629 Haste Street, 
Berkeley, California 


Commencement exercises at the School for Christiam Service (the 
Deaconess Trainimg School of the Pacific) were held om Friday, 
January 20. The two graduates were Mrs. Grace Neely Young, a 
member of St. Mark’s Parish, Berkeley, who has just begun her 
duties as secretary im her own parish and Miss Erixene Ruckman 
of Karnes, Texas, who is now takiztg a post graduate course im order 
to better fit herself as a director of Religiows Education. Miss Ruck- 
man is also im charge of the night school at the True Sunshine Mis- 
sion (Chinese) in Oakland. 

In the absence of the president of the school, the Rt. Rev. William 
Ford Nichols, D. D., the warden, the Rt. Rev. E. L. Parsons, D. D., 
gave the diplomas and told something of the present condition of 
the school. 

The address of the aficrnéon was made by the Rev. W. R. H. 
Hodgkin, rector of St. Mark’s Parish, who has been a member of 
the faculty of the school from its foundation in 1907. In substance, 
it was as follows: 

“I shall take for my text the name of the school—the School for 
Christian Service. This is the first class to graduate since the new 
name was adopted. 

“It is interesting to compare the two names—the new and the 
old: the Deaconess Training School and the School for Christian 
Service. After all there is not much difference. The word ‘schoo!’ 
oceurs in both. The word ‘training’ corresponds to the word ‘for.’ 
Similarly, the word ‘deaconess’ corresponds to the words ‘Christian 
service.” In the old name we have a Greek word which means sim- 
ply a servant. In the new name we have words that though not of 
Anglo-Saxon origin yet convey to the ordinary man fairly clear 
ideas. It must be admitted that in our Church the word ‘deaconess’ 
at present conveys no very clear idea. The fact that we do not have 
deacons leaves us ignorant of diaconal duties. In churches where 
deacons are common, the word “‘deaconess’ suggests something defi- | 
nite. In our Church there is no agreement as to the status of a 
deaconess. Is she a minister of the Church? Of course, if a deacon 
is, a deaconess ought to be. 

“It is a pleasure to leave the uncertain ground of the Greek term 
for the surer ground of terms that of themselves suggest some- 
thing Christian. I am not objecting te the use of the word deaconess 
in the Church and I would that all might hold it in as great honor 
as I do after my opportunities for working with deaconesses. But. 
there is much work to be done in the Church by trained women 
workers who have no intention of becoming deaconesses. In fact, 
several of the Deaconess School graduates who are doing excellent 
work have not been made deaconesses. It is to meet this need for 
trained workers that this school has adopted a name that gives a 
welcome to all women who desire to work for the Church. 

“I want to remind you that the word ‘service’ and especially the 
words ‘Christian service’ imply a desire to meet a real need. There 
is a tendency on the part of all Church leaders to plan for the 
people what the people are not interested in. We say ‘the world 
needs this. And yet the world goes on blissfully unconscious of 
that need and oftentimes irritated by our insistence on meeting a 
need that it has not felt. Now when we talk of service we are sug- 
gesting a servant and it’s the servant’s duty to provide for the 
Master’s needs as the Master is conscious of the need. If we mean 
to serve the people we must ascertain their wishes. 

“One illustration will be sufficient. The people are asking for 
Religious Education. The cry of the people is unmistakeable. They 
know their need and they look to the Church to satisfy that need. 
It is a great step forward when the Church says: ‘Here we are, 
ready to meet that need. Our School for Christian Service is ready 
to do what the Church wants it to do; it is ready to help the 
Church meet the needs of our people here in our own Pacific 
States’ life, while not forgetting the rest of the world.’ This gradu- 
ating class of two women, both of whom are well qualified to help 
the Church meet this new cry of the people. 

“Furthermore, the public is always ready to pay its bills. When 
the public knows what this school is doing, when it learns its pur- 
pose as the new name so clearly states it, there will be no lack of 
support nor any lack of students for the school. 

“I congratulate the school on its enlarged endeavors. I congratu- 
late it on its graduating class. I am sure that as it exalts the sig- 
nificance of Christian service it will be a great help to the Church 
and through the Church to the public good.” 

Since many people may not know what women are eligible as stu- 
dents, we print the following from the latest circular: “The school 
is open to: First, candidates for the office of deaconess (special. 
emphasis being made to present the Order of Deaconesses to all 
students); second, parish workers; third, parish secretaries; fourth, 
Church School teachers; fifth, leaders in club work for young peo- 
ple; sixth, Social Service workers; seventh, University students con- 
templating some form of Christian service; eighth, sees rcasiaa 
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
